near death from an incurable ail- 
ment, a man and his wife were 
sitting together in the living room 
of Ihe house in which the boy lay 
in bed. 
Thc woman had borne 


seven children, of whom five were 
living, and she also had 
five 


grandchildren. 


The man was rich and successful. 


Every day he received letters from 
unknown people, proposing plans 
by which he could help them or 
olhers. To case his troubled mind 
he turned to some of Ihcsc letters, 
and was perplexed. He told his 
wife that he didn't know what to 
say to one appeal. 


Slightly indignant, his wife re- 


proved him, asking why, with his 
large family and a son dying, he 
should bother himself with the 
problems of strangers. 


After the wife had gone to bed, 


the man went lo his desk and 
wrole an essay entitled "Arithme- 
tic and Humanity." The man was 
E. W. Scripps, the late millionaire 
newspaper-publisher, and the es- 
say appears in the biography of 
Scripps, written by Negley D. 
Cochran. 


The theme of the essay is that all 


men arc brothers. Almost the same 
blood flows in all of us. The beggar 
on the street may have had the 
identical distant grandfather as the 
smug man who slides past him in 
a luxurious limousine. 


;-.. ,Thc author ofithc essay assumed 


that succeeding generations in his 
family would be as prolific'as his 
own 
union, namely that 
each 


would produce 25 grandchildren 
for him and his wife; 125 great- 
grandchildren; 625 descendants of 
the fourth generation (assuming 
that the span of life of all was at 
least 43 years). He calculated that 
before the end of Ihe thirteenth 
generation, representing a span 
of 387 years, 
the 
descendants 


would number something more 
than 800,000,000. He stopped there 
because that figure is said to limit 
the number of people that can 
live in the United Stales with any 
degree of comfort. 


The following evening he present- 


ed this calculation lo his wife. She 
was more upset than ever when he 
suggested that four hundred years 
hence every living person in North 
America was going to be somehow, 
related to her, 


Unless social conditions change, 


she would have to expect the day 
when some of her own flesh and 
blood would be among the beg- 
gars, harlots, murderers, and rob- 
bers who are now found in every 
population. That, reasoned the old 
man, 
was why lie concerned him- 


self wilh the problems of strang- 
ers. 


"Do I show any lack of love of 


family," he asked, "when all I 
wish to do, and all that I am striv- 
ing with all my might and main to 
do, is to save my own children's 
children from the sufferings, phy- 
sical and spiritual, that now have 
lo be endured by those others who 
you say are not my own family?" 


He then recounts that his wife 


sighed and retired to bed, having, 
as he well knew, dismissed from 
her mind all thought of her hus- 
band's foolish arithmetic.

Prohibition Law 


Sought for State 


Anti-Saloon League 


Would Permit Local Op- 


tion Vote, However

meeting at the office of J. H. Glass, 
state superintendent, Thursday call- 
ed on the legislature to re-enact state- 
wide prohibition, effective next July 
1, but to retain local option. 


A declaration adopted by the board 


said: 
"Thc Supreme Court of the 


United States has declared that the 
liquor traffic has no natural or in- 
herent rights, and, as it is inherently 
evil, the people have the right, nt any 
time, to abolish it as an enemy of so- 
ciety. 


"A.*: our last legislature, without a 


mandate from the people, has given 
the liquor traffic a privileged position, 
we argue that -the next legislature 
should reverse the position by enacting 
a state-wide law making the sale of 
all intoxicants illegal. 


"Then that the people may have the 


opportunity to settle the question, we 
enacted so that, in a thoroughly fair 
way, 
the privilege of making and 


selling any and all kinds of intoxicat- 
ing beverage may be decided by the 
local units affected, and so that the 
burden of securing the license may be 
upon the people who desire to sell." 


The board asked that all receipts 


from liquor licenses be turned in to the 
state's general revenue fund, instead 
of being used for schools or charity. 


Mr. Glass was assured of the board's 


support in an active campaign to de- 
velop sentiment along the course out- 
lined.

MOSCOW— (/P)—Employment is the 


obligation as well as the right of every 
able bodied and loyal citizen, the new 
societ constitution holds, but solving 
the problem of living is not yet always 
simple. 


Average income is increasing, prices 


are being lowered very gradually, and 
a number of manual laborers are now 
in the "wealthier class." But many 
who have jobs still lack what the 
world at large would call necessities. 


Both men and women are to be 


guaranteed employment rights under 
the constitution, which will be offi- 
cially proclaimed late ths fall. 


It excludes only the so-called "ene- 


mies of the state"—counter-revolu- 
tionists, saboteurs and traitors. 


The government maintains there is 


no posibility of an unemployment 
problem in Russia. On the contrary, it 
.says, there are loo few people to fill 
the available jobs.

"Work," says the new constitution, 


"is the obligation of every citizen cap- 
able of working, in accordance with

LITTLE ROCK— Proposed bills draft- 


ed by. the State Social Security Com- 
mission to cover welfare organization 
and unemployment compensation were 
delivered to Governor Futrell Thurs- 
day. With them the commission sent 
a transmittal letter urging that the 
legislature enact the compensation bill 
before November 30, which would re- 
quire a special session. 


The governor was informed that Ar- 


kansas, under the present federal law, 
will lose approximately 5900,000 in fed- 
eral tax settlements if the state law is 
not enacted by that date. 


John G. Pipkin, business manager 


of Little Rock public schools, who was 
chairman of the honorary commission 
which drafted the bills, when asked 
about the possibility of loss to the 
state, said last night: 


"If further inquiry gives Arkansas 


assurance that it will not lose by wait- 
ing for the regular session to pass un- 
employment compensation legislation, 
then I, and I am sure other members 
of the commission, would be in favor 
of deferring action until then. 


"Our position is simply that, as mat- 


ters stand at present, the state would 
be certain of benefits, provided the 
federal act is held constitutional, if 
the legislature passed the requisite 
measure before November 30. 


It seems reasonable to me, and I 


have previously suggested the opinion, 
that the congress probably would be 
willing, if it could do so to allot to 
Arkansas the money collected, if the 
1937 regular session enacted a satisfac- 
tory bill, even though no statute is on 
the books before December 31, 1936, 
the final date fixed in the federal act. 


"In preparing its report, the com- 


mission did not consult Governor Fu- 
trell and Attorney General Carl 
Bailey.

Town Marshal Indicted 


LITTLE ROCK.—Paul D. Peacher, 


city marshal of Earle and former dep- 
uty sheriff of Crittenden county, was 
indicted by a Federal grand jury here 
late Thursday on eight counts charg- 
ing that he has "aided and abetted in 
causing persons to be held as slaves." 


The indictment was described by 


United States Attorney Fred A. Isgrig 
and special attorneys of the Depart- 
ment of Justice from Washington as 
the first ever returned in Arkansas un- 
der a post'Civil war statute passed by 
Congress in 1866 and it was the last of 
160 returned by the grand jury in its 
four-day session. 


Mr. Isgrig said that the federal grand 


jury found "no other violation any- 
where in eastern Arkansas of the fed- 
eral statutes on peonage."

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•Children Under 14 Most Frequent Victims 


of Accident Burns 


A Mid-Campaign Nightmare

In the United States, deaths from 


burns are exceeded only by those from 
motor- vehicle accidents and falls; and, 


, in some years, by deaths from drown- 


ing. The largest number of deaths 
from burns occur in children up to 14 
! years of age. 


Babies are burned accidentally by 
' fite; scalded by falling in a tub of hot 
•wajer or by upsetting vessels of food 
or water boiling on the stove. If elec- 
.' trical devices not properly intsalled or 


controlled, gasoline, coil oil, or caustic 
substances such as lye, are placed 
Where the child may easily reach 
, them, there is a chance he may be 
burned. 


j 
Probably no other injury affecting 


^ the human, being is as painful, as mu- 
, Dilating, and as difficult to handle as a 
< severe burn of the skin. 


In Germany, it was found that bums 


of the skin from acid constituted 12 
per cent of accidents in the chemical 
industry, and acid burns in industry 
constitute- one of the chief sources of 
damage to the body. 


Burns are usually divded into three 


degrees: (1) Simple reddening of the 
skin; (2) destruction of the skin; (3) 
destruction of the tissue of the body 
wader the surface: of the skin. Burns 
which* involve more: than one-half of 
t&^surface of the body usually are 
fatal. 


WhjSn a person is burned by electric- 


ity, or when electricity passes through 


the body, there is also, of course, the 
effect of the electrical shock. 


In every severe csae of burning, the 


patient should be taken immediately 
to the hospital, or at least should be 
put to^ bed immediately. The doctor, 
when called, will provide the necessary 
treatment if it is possible to save life. 


Shock from a burn demands imme- 


diate attention. The burn itself should 
be covered suitably to prevent con- 
tinued irritation and infection. 


When there is a slight burn or scald, 


the burned portion should be covered 
immediately with cold water, which 
will check the effect of the heat and 
stop the pain. If the hand or leg is 
put under cold water, the pain will 
stop. The affected part should be kept 
under the water until the first effects 
of the injury have passed. Then the 
burned area should be covered with 
sterile vaseline or petrolatum. 


If you burn yourself, friends are 


likely to suggest butter, automobile 
oil, axle grease, carbon black, or oth- 
er preparations that would be more 
damaging than helpful, because of the 
likelihood of introducing infection. 


Loose cotton or wide pieces of gauze 


should not be put on a burn. These 
will stick to the tissues, and it is prac- 
tically impossible to remove them with- 
out injuring the tissues when treat- 
ment is to be applied. Narrow strips 
of gauze may be used, because they 
are easier to remove.

3ieuth's Book Hits Out at 'the System' 


There is a liberal education to be 


had in Leslie T. White's book, "Me, 
Detective" (Harcourt-Brace: J2.50). 


Mr. White spent some 10 years as a 


"flat-foot," winding up as special in- 
vestigator for the district attorney in 
Log Angeles; and his book is the same 
sort of record as Uncolnn Steffens' 
"Autobiography*—the record of an in- 
telligent and inquisitive man who 
starts by hating crooks and ends by 
hating the system/ which makes crooks. 


Mr. White learned, in his very first 


week as an officer, thatt here is one 
lav/ for the rich and another for the 
poor. A little later, he saw that the 
financial roots of the underworld in- 
variably U2iil back up into the realm j 


of good and upright citizens. And, 
still later, he learned that it is the 
system which corrupts men, and not 
men who corrupt the system. 


That is to say that he reached ex- 


actly the conclusion which Steffens 
reached before him; that the kind of 
society we have in America today, 
economically, socially, and culturally, 
makes 
absolutely inevitable such 


things as graft, crime and vice He 
learned, also, Steffens1 other great les- 
son: 
that these "bad" • people—vice 


lords, prostitutes, gangsters, crooked 
politicians, and so on, have an unac- 
coutable way of being rather likable 
human beings when you meet them 
on a rnan-to-man basis. 


As a mere record of what goes on in 


a detective bureau, his book is as fas- 
cinating as a first-rate melodrama. 
As a study of crime, its causes, and 
the osil which produces it, "Me, De- 
tective," is extremely important. If 
you want to begin to understand our 
"crime problem" as it veally is, don't 
fail to read this book.

Rents, for one 
thing, are not out of proportion with 
the average wage. 


The citizen's right to employment 


is described further in the constitu- 
tion as a right "to receive guaranteed 
work with payment according to the 
quantity and quality of work per- 


formed." 


Women Get Rights 


Assurance that work will always be 


obtainable is found, the constitution 
says, in the successful socialist organ- 
ization of national economy, the steady 
growth of the productive forces of so- 
viet society, the absence of economic 
crises and the present - non-existence 
of unemployment. 


Women, the charter adds, "are ac- 


corded equal rights with men 'in all 
fields of economic, state, cultural, so- 
cial and political life." 


Equality of treatment extends to 


wages, vacations, social insurance and 
education. State protection of the in- 
terests of mothers and children has 
been furthered through establishment 
of a network of public maternity

to Damascus, hearing a voice that chal- 
lenged his persecuting, Saul, to be 
known afterward as Paul, turned all 
his passionate enthusiasm toward the 
service of the new religion, and be- 
gan the period of preparation that 
was to make him the great missionary 
of the new faith to Europe and the 
regions beyond. 


Here was a definite beginning of 


world missions. As the new religion 
had quickly become something, more 
than the religion of a sect, with the 
decision of the council at Jerusalem 
that Gentile converts were not sub- 
ject to the demands of the Jewish rit- 
ual, so now we see Christianity going 
beyond the bounds of territory, na- 
tionality, and race. It became a means 
of blessing and salvation to men, re- 
gardles of race, color, or political al- 
legiance. 


The practical nature and value of 


these lessons must surely be realized 
when we observe how far the world of 
Christendom still lags behind this 
great conception of the Gospel, its 
power, and its comprehensiveness. 


Even those who name the Chris- 


tian name- are still so commonly lim- 
ited in their vision by nationality, and 
by considerations of race or color, that 
the greatest problem before the church 
even today is this problem of breaking 
down all barriers, and giving the Gos- 
pel free course, that it may be glori- 
fied among men.

In more than 50 years of baseball, 


Connie Mack has seen only one pitcher 
who was faster than 17-year-old Bob 
Feller, amazing find of the Indians. 


"Feller isn't quite as swift as Walter 


Johnson," asserts the venerable man- 
ager, in discussing the Iowa farm boy's 
phenomenal feat of establishing a new 
American League record and equalling 
Dizzy Dean's major league mark by 
striking out 17 Athletics in Cleveland 
the other afternoon. 


Mack wouldn't say that such re- 


nowned fireball flingers as Rube Wad- 
dell, Cy Young, Addie Joss, Chief 
Bender, Smoky Joe Wood, Bob Grove, 
and George Earnshaw were any faster 
than Feller. 


Although he has worked only three 


complete games in 
the 
American 


League, Robert Feller forever will be 
prominently mentioned when remark- 
able strikeout performances are dis- 
cussed. 


In his initial effort in organized 


baseball on August 23, Feller 
set 


down 15 Browns to fall just one short 
of the American League maximum 
hung up by the immortal Waddell, 
July 29, 1908. He fanned 10 Browns 
on Labor Day giving him the astound- 
ing total of 42 strikeouts in his first 
three full contests. 


Mack does not subscribe to the be- 


lief that Feller is too much of an arm 
pitcher to last. 


"At that, Feller reminds me more of 


Pink Hawley, who was with the Pitts- 
burg club in the '90s, than any other 
pitcher I can recall," explains Mack. 
"Hawley had tremendous speed, but 
didn't last long. He pitched a good 
deal with his arm. 


Curve Surprises Mack 


"Feller gets considerably more than 


his arm into his pitches. He is a strong 
boy with a strong yet easy windup 
and delivery."He was as string strik- 
ing (?ut Po'och Pilccinelli, a powerful 
righthanded hitter, for his history- 
making strikeout in the ninth inning 
as he was when he started. 


"It was my first look at Feller, and 


what surprised me more than any- 
thing else was his curve—and the way 
he used it. It required a lot of ner.ve 
for him to throw a curved ball to 
Frank Higgins in the third inning, 
with the count two and th.ree on that 
splendid 
right-handed 
hitter, 
and 


Lovell Dean on second base, after the 
young man's wildness and inability to 
hold runners on bases, had given us 
two runs. 


"Feller met the. test superbly and 


struck out Higgins with as fine a hook 
as you ever saw. 


"Feller is just wild enough to be ef- 


fective, and I have an idea he always 
will be. He'll learn how to hold run- 
ners on the bases. His delivery is a 
bit too slow right now." 


Barring an accident, Mack can't see 


any reason why Feller can't go on to 
take his place with the pitching greats.

"However, there is sufficient hitting

He faced no pushovers 
in Finney, Puccinelli, Moses, Dean, 
Johnson, and Higgins. Swingers have 
no chance against him. Our lefthand- 
ed hitters fared slightly better, if 
there is room for improvement in a 
two-hit game.

WILLIAM PENN, son of a noted 


English admiral, had been im- 


pressed by the peaceful philoso- 
phies of the strange religious sect 
called Quakers, during his young 
days at Oxford, and so became a 
Quaker, over his father's protests. 
When he inherited a crown debt, 
he accepted a tract of land in the 
New World in payment, and in 
1682 
sent over thousands of his 


Quaker brethren, who had been 
bitterly persecuted in England. 


Later, Penn came over and laid 


out the site of the 
"City of 


Brotherly Love." It was not long 
before Philadelphia became one 
of the leading cities of America. 


Because he treated the Indians 


with honesty and respect, not a 
Quaker was killed by them dur- 
ing Penn's lifetime. 


In 1684, Penn returned to Eng- 


land, but when William III be- 
came king, he was tried for trea- 
son and it was not until 1693 that 
lie was acquitted. In 1699, he re- 
turned to Pennsylvania, remained 
two years, and lived the remain- 
der of his life in England. 
He 


died in 1718, 'at the age of 74.
